Chair’s Remarks 
In Dean Esmail’s absence, Dr. Fancott was the Acting Chair. 


Winter 2004 Grades: The Acting Chair stressed the importance for the timely 
submission of marks this year. He reminded Council members that the next Council 
meeting will be held on Friday, May 14, 2004 — one week earlier than customary. 
This leaves relatively little time for the marks to be submitted, processed by the 
Registrar’s Office, sent to the departments, and for the departments to consider the 
ENCS medals/prizes to be awarded to qualifying students. In this regard, the Acting 
Chair stated that it is absolutely essential for marks to be submitted in a timely 
fashion. On behalf of the Chair, he announced that Dean Esmail has set up a 
committee to remind and encourage faculty members to submit their marks on time.
